The flamboyant Ky, who 
will be 37 next Saturday, had 
expressed confidence that the 
military ticket would get more 
votes than all the civilians com- 
bined.

More and more children are 


going to and from school by 
bus these days. As with any 
other activity, there are cer- 
tain rules that must be ob- 
served. 


Your child should be at the 


bus stop in plenty of time and 
not have to run for it or, 
worse yet, miss it. 


If he is only in kindergarten, 


you should accompany him to 
the bus stop, especially if he 
must cross a street or high- 
way. He should wait at or 
near the bus stop but not play 
in the roadway. 


When the bus comes, he 


should avoid p u s h i n g or 
racing for a seat or racing for 
the door when getting off. 
Calm, self-possessed children 
have fewer accidents, both on 
the bus and when crossing a 
street after alighting. The 
children should remain seated 
when the bus is in motion. If 
the children raise a ruckus on 
the bus, this distracts the 
driver and he needs all his 
wits about him to drive and 
watch what's going on out- 
side the bus. 


Teach your child never to 


put his arms or head out of 
the bus window. That goes for 
trains and the family auto as 
well. You should also teach 
him to follow any instructions 
given by the driver. They are 
given for the safety of the 
children under his care. Your 
child can learn few more val- 
uable lessons in school than 
the importance of alertness 
and decorum on his way to 
and from school. 


Q—When my daughter, 14, 


was 8, she was found to have 
a glioma. What is this? No op- 
eration was performed. Two 
years ago, she was found to 
have a convulsive brain wave 
pattern, so she now takes 
phenobarbital and Mesantoin. 
What side effects would the 
latter cause? What treatment 
would you suggest? 


A—A glioma is a nerve cell 


tumor that may be found in 
the brain or the retina. The 
latter is usually hereditary. 


The side effects of mepheny- 


toin (Mesantoin) include skin 
rash, abnormally low white 
blood cell count, sore throat, 
fever and swelling of the 
ymph nodes. In the treatment 
)f glioma, which is unsatisfac- 
tory at best, no operation is 
of value but some victims are 
benefited by X-ray therapy. 


Q_My d a u g h t e r , 0, has 


been treated for kidney dis- 
ease for two years. She now 
takes cortisone but at times 
still shows albumin in her 
urine. Can she be cured of 
this? 
A—Because some victims 


of kidney disease react to 
dietary treatment in one way 


and some in another, no gen- 
eral rule can be stated. And, 
since the longer a kidney dis- 
ease continues the harder it is 
to cure, I would strongly rec- 
ommend that your daughter 
be seen by a kidney specialist.

They were led by a white Ro-

James E. Groppi, on a seven- 
mile march through 81 blocks in 
a demonstration in support of 
open housing. 


The 
rallies and marches, 


which began a week ago, drew 
1,500 persons

Thieu, Ky 
Forced Into 
Agreement

SAIGON (AP) - Nguyen Van 


Thieu and Nguyen Cao Ky, the 
newly 
elected 
president 
and 


vice president of South Viet- 
nam, have no love for each oth- 
er. Their forced political mar- 
riage is sure to have repercus- 
sions 
during their 
four-year 


term of office. 


There already are 
rumbles 


and rumors of possible dissen- 
sion 
between the two men, 


Thieu is chief of state and Ky is 
premier in the military govern- 
ment which has run South Viet- 
nam for the last two years. 


Despite possible dissension it 


appears that one of the first 
things the new regime will do is 
make peace overtures to North 
Vietnam. President-elect Thieu 
made a major plank of his plat- 
form a promise to seek a pause 
of one week or longer in bomb- 
ing of the Communist North, if 
Hanoi gives some sign that it 
will respond, as a prelude to 
some type of negotiations. But 
hopes of success are slim. 


Political observers agree that 


the previous Thieu-Ky govern- 
ment had little popular mandate 
from 
South 
Vietnam's people 


since it was a military junta 
that ruled by decree. 


If widespread charges of elec- 


tion irregularities arise, the le- 
gality of the new government 
could be questioned not only by 
Hanoi but the rest of the world 
as well, including the people of 
the United States on whom sup- 
port of the war depends. 


The election also is supposed 


to broaden the base of the South 
Vietnamese government, bring- 
ing civilians to positions of pow- 
er. Both Thieu and Ky have said 
their premier will be a civilian, 
but if they choose one with little 
popular following, thfr purpose 
of this balancing act will be lost. 


One 
advantage 
of 
the 


Thieu-Ky victory is that they 
will best be able to push a re- 
organization of the South Viet- 
namese armed forces and to 
weed out corruption and ineffi- 
ciency within its ranks. Thieu 
promised to do this before the 
election and already has an- 
nounced that 50 officers, includ- 
ing five generals, are being in- 
vestigated. 


The overriding question of the 


new government will be how 
Thieu and Ky get along. 


Originally both were running 


for president and a dangerous 
split was developing in the 
armed forces. Thieu finally won 
the other generals' support but 
had to make several conces- 
sions to the Ky camp, among 
them a promise that Ky's power 
would be much greater than the 
constitution gives to the vice 
president. 


As far as the conduct of the 


war, economic and social poli- 
cies, not many changes are ex- 
pected. 


One aspect of the new govern- 


ment is that it will make U.S..:' 
Vietnamese relations more diffi- 
cult. Previously, if U.S. Ambas- 
sador Ellsworth Bunker and his 
staff could convince the the gen- 
erals something should be done, 
they would do it by decree. In 
the new government, the execu-4 
tive, the Senate and the House 
of Representatives will have to 
pass on major programs.
